FRENCH GUNS’ TRIUMPH. 
_ 


Preparing the Way forthe taking 
of Tahure. 

The following despatch haa 
been received from.¥r, A: Warner 
Allen, the represontative of the 
British press with the French 
amy ; 

The important newa of the 
capture of tho village and hill of 
Tabure has given general satin 
faction, ao it implica the fall of a 
really impo:tant and extremely 
powerful fortress in the German 
eecond line. Asin tha previous 
Sitacks, (he field dnd heavy 
artillery prepared the way for the 
agsoult and enabled the French 
infantry to get toclose grips with 
the enemy.. Two daya'ago I had 
tho opportunity of witnessing 6 
portion of that “‘sclide prepsra- 
tion par lo canon,” 28 the com- 
munique calls it, which led to the 
captare of these positions, Woe 
Were scrsmbling, as beat we could, 
over what remained of the capt 
ured German trenches, which, 
torn arid ‘shattered by French 
shell, wero'a vivid example of the 
devastation that those samo shelle 
wore working a mile or two 
ahead on the second German line 
trenches. ee 

The Aerial Torpedo, 

The Ohampagne Pouilleuco, a 
barren desert of chalk, with here 
eod there a naked fir wood strip- 
ped of half its trees ond all ite 
branches by high ezplosives, is o 
country of, distant views. Its 
andalsting hills roa ap to a 
height of 600 or 600 feet; and 
between them one has glimpses of 
hills ‘behind and melancholy 
weols, until jt seems that the bare, 
monotonous landecape must reach 
fo the end of the world.

‘There tor- 
pedoes had played no small part 
in destroying the German ‘under- 
Ground fortrasdes over which “wo 
wore walking. Bere and there 
one of them which had 
failed to ‘explode was till 
sticking in the cbalk, aa, ugly, 
fat oase of explosives with

thorcughly, crossing the trenolies 
on bridges of fic tranka, which 
had been prepared for the pur- 
pose, aod taking ap their posi- 
tio-s ever nearer, the enemy.

Their fire, intended 
tostop'the Frenoh advance, was 
badly aimed, and their ehella 
were waated. They were still 
firing and making useless holes in 
Darran ground when the. French 
infantry, which had alvanced at 
a speed that defied all human 
calcalation, fell upon their gunners 
with the bayonet, ~ . 

Fora time, then, the Frenoli 
75'a pounded away over the in- 
fantry’s heads from tho positions 
exposed and ucconcealed, Then, 
when the enemy had sullonly 
fsllen hack on hie second line of 
defence, the srtillery had once 
again to take to earth, Whea:k 
was there onissons wero atill trat- 
ling: up over the open ground 
bringing up the ammunition that 
beforehad to passthrough thecon- 
gested communicstion trenches, 
bat nearly all the batteries bed 
disappesred‘in shelters. caratally 
contrived benesth the groand, 
Hore sud thereartillery won were 
at work concealing. their’ piecos 
from discovery by a hostile sero- 
plane. . . ‘ 
Meantime the Germens, though 
they were firing moreslowly, were 
sesrcbiog blindly for the French 
batteries. Sometimes s wounded 
man, with head or arm bound up, 
would walk past ua towards the 
ambulance, showing that oo- 
castonally o German shell bad not 
been so far from its mark, 
but never were’ they able 
to find the batterisa for which 
they were spaemodically seaking. 
Once near, 8 ruined house three 
ebells in quick succession came 
anpleasautly near toa group of 
men with whom we were talking, 
bat their rail target was a mile 
cr two awoy—s biplane sailing 
msjeatioally home after a récon- 
naisaonce, while the Germans 
saluted it with 8 salvo of their 
field guns, which missed it com-
